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The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly 

pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant 

regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

It is not clear in line 2 of claim 1 what the optical component is that 
changes the wavelength of the laser, nor is it clear how such a component 
functions in the device as a whole to achieve the desired result; claim 1 is 
indefinite and incomplete. The recitation in accordance with an orientation 
angle in lines 2 and 3 of claim 1 is indefinite, what orientation angle, of the 
laser or of the optical element; claim 1 is indefinite and incomplete. The 
recitation the orientation angle of the optical component lacks a clear 
antecedent basis. Further in line 6 of claim 1 it is not clear how such a angle 
is changed in accordance with the linear movement of the feed screw, claim 
1 is indefinite and incomplete. In claim 2 it is not clear how the angle of 
incidence is changed; claim2 is indefinite and incomplete. The recitations: 
the angle of incidence in line 2 of claim 2 and the orientation angle thereof 
in line 4 of claim 2 both lack a clear antecedent basis.
